Council will he 
empowered to borrow ifl'.ii.iiiin and an 
quire the trant of land. 

Six Acres in Tract. 
The site of llw proposed Outdoor 
Ki-i-rcation Center i« the 1 rant of land, 
about .-is a. -res in extent, which lies 
diiectly north of the embankment of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and is 
hounded on the north by Windsor ave- 
nue, on the west l.y Wynncwoo.l Koad, 
:,„,! on I lie east l.y a line that mars 
the rim; of the properties on the west 
side of Conway avenue. 

The idea of saving this tract of land 
from being purchased by a private con- 
cern and used for manufacturing or in- 
dustrial purpose.*, and the further plan 
of having the borough acquire the site 
by purchase from its present owners - 
the Pennsylvania Railroad- and the 
making of the land into an outdoor 
community recreation center, originated 
about a year ago with a group of pub- 
lic spirited ■citizen" who formed them 
selves into an organization. 

Meeting Called for Monday Night. 
This organization, which has been 
operating under the temporary name of 
the Narberth Playground Association. 
has been fostering the plan for the 
proposed community center: and with 
the passage by Council of the enabling 
ordinance which will provide the funds 
to acquire the land, and the approach 
of the election, .1. ■'. Cabrcy, temporary 
president of the Association, has called 
a public meeting of citizens to be held 
next Monday night at Kim Hall. At
